Cut It All Down |

Clear cutting aspen (with a 
plan) is the hest way to manage 


aspen to improve deer habitat. : 
This was the word from David ; 


‘Qlson, County Extension Direc- 


tor, of Oscoda County. He pre- 
sented the habitat management 
information at a meeting in 
Grayling, Wednesday, Nov. 17. 
This method is consistant with 


,the Department of Natural Re- 


source’s plan for habitat man- 
agement on state owned land. 
Olson said the private land 
owner had three choices of man- 
agement on his forested land. 
One is to do nothing. In this 
ease, through the natural seces- 
sion of plants, the aspen will be 
replaced first by oak then by 
maple, Stands of predominantly 
oak and maple do not make good | 
\deer habitat. 

The second choice is to do 
some intensive habitat manage- 
ment. This choice means laying 
out some money for which there 
would be littie return except in 
more deer and grouse. 

The third choice, Olson said, 
is to harvest and sell the aspen 
and jack pine as you clear away 
the mature trees. Find your 
market before you cut any trees, 
he warns. You may not find a 
market for them after they are 


‘eut. 


Clear cut the aspen in small 
areas adjacent to a winter yard- 
ing area. A small area might be 


‘from five to twenty acres, de- 


pending upon the size of the 
\Property owner's holdings. A- 
,Rother similar cutting could be 
made every five years. In forty 
years the original cutting is 
ready to harvest again. 

The idea is to keep a variety 

jot age stamis of aspen an (or 
jack pine near the winter yard- 
‘ing areas. If the stands are 
more than one half mile from 
the cedar swamps the clear cut 
areas can be larger. 
{ It is also important to leave 
some mature aspen at the edges 
or a clmp in the middle for 
grouse. For specific information 
about forest management for 
habitat, get in touch with the 
District Department of Natural 
Resources Forester in your 
counly. Your Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service has several differ- 
ent bulletins on the subject of 
managing for wildlife. Give your 
county extension office a call and 
ask for some of the bulletins.

it is best to keen well in mind the fact that some barbitu- 
rates are obtained by youth from home miedicine chests, but 
the vast majerity are obtained from ‘street markcts."" Most 
barbiturates are made lepally in the U.S.A., sold legally to 
Mexican and other foreign firms, ard reappear back in the 
U.S.A. on the illegal “street market" within & months. They 
cost about 25r each and are usually packaged in foil wrappers 
containing 4 to 6 for a dollar. 

It is of some comfort to know that stimulants and barbi- 
turates are regulated by the Food and Drus Administration 
under the drug abrse control amendments of 1965. These pro- 
vide for a strict accounting of supplies of the drug by the manu- 
facturer, distributor, and seller, and restrict the user to five 
refills of the orescription, at the discretion of his doctor. There- 
fore, these drugs can be had legally only through a physician. 
Mlicit manufacturing and dispensing of barbiturates can bring 
fines of $1,000 to $10,000 and prison sentences of 1 to 3 vears. 
Those convicted of selling the drugs to persons under 21 can 
receive up to $15,000 fines and 5 to 6 years in jail.
